The sealp was then Inid baek, and
foit trephine openings made n the
gkull, & broad strip of silver was then
thrust gently Into one of the openings
and worked along between the braln
and the gkull untll it protruded from
the nevk hole, thus forming a shield
betweent the brain and the skull ob-
viating danger of accldent if the saw
should slip,

A minute eircular saw, operated by
clootrieity, was then brought into use,
A eut o was moade feom one trephined
hole to the other, and n second one then
mide about one-cighth of an Inch from
the firgt, The intervening plece of bone
wits then removed, leaving the brain ex-
posed, Two more cutg were made he-
tween the other two trephined holes,
the hone removed, the sllver strips
withdrowwn, the flups of sealp drawn
baek and stitehaed, and the requisite
bandages applled. The operation lasted
=5 minutes,  The second operation was
performed in o shimilar manner, Both
children are dolng well. The ultimate
